M arshal W ilhelm Keitel, chief of the G erm an 
suprem e com m and, has advised Adolf H itler to break off relations 
with Italy , the Turkish radio in A nkara reported in a broadcast 
heard in London today. 
Keitel, according to the T urkish announcer, suggested the severance 
of relations after P rem ier Benito M ussolini urgently requested th at 
j C hancellor H itler g ra n t Jiiin a per­ 
sonal interview . 
A t the sam e time, the London 
E xpress in an A nkara dispatch 
reported th a t Germ an A m bassador 
F ran z Von Pa pen had requested 
T urkish Foreign M inister Sn kin 
Saracoglu to press Greece to ac­ 
cept a favorable peace w ith Italy, 
direct G erm an pressure on A th ­ 
ens faying failed. 
The sam e dispatch said the air 
atta c h e s of the G erm an em bassies 
in both Turkey and B ulgaria had 
been recalled to the G erm an cap ­ 
ital “sim ilar to much recalls pre­ 
vious to the G erm an invasions of 
N orw ay and the low countries.’'

COLUMBUS, Dec. 16—Sugges­ 
tions for legislation to aid finan­ 
cially stricken municipalities were 
foreseen today in the capital as 
the highlights of a report expect­ 
ed tomorrow from the Ohio sen­ 
ate's special taxation committee. 
Following nearly 18 months of 
study, the report was expected to 
be approved a t a meeting of the 
committee called for tomorrow by 
Sen. Lawrence A. Kane (R-CLncin- 
n a ti», chairman. The report is to 
be submitted to the 94th General 
Assembly after it convenes Jan­ 
uary 6. 
It was understood that on*' re­ 
commendation would call for an 
outright grant by the state to the 
general revenue funds of the va­ 
rious cities. 
Municipal 
officials long 
have 
appealed to the state for addition­ 
al funds to offset revenue losses 
and heavy expenditures for relief 
purpose! 
during 
the 
past 
few 
years. 
Another proposal, which may 
precipitate a controversy in the 
legislature, would reduce the per­ 
centage of vote required for the 
approval of special bond issues. At 
present a 65 percent m ajority is 
required for passage; under the 
suggestion, th at figure would be 
reduced to 55. 
Hit By Ruralites 
An^ such suggestion in the past
